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Bridport police officer 


A BRIDPORT police officer has been dis¬ 
missed for gross misconduct. Police Con¬ 
stable Nigel Case was found guilty of 
breaching standards of professional behav¬ 
iour and dismissed with 28 days notice by 
a panel chaired by Dorset Police’s assistant 
Chief Constable David Lewis. 

The panel heard that on July 25th 2011 PC Case 
carried out a search of himself on the Criminal Jus¬ 
tice Search (CJS) and Police National Computer 
(PNC) database. He carried out a further PNC 
check on himself on September 22nd 2013. These 
searches were not for a policing purpose. 

The officer also conducted CJS searches on 
seven other people between May 3rd 2013 and No¬ 
vember 8th 2014 - all the searches were not for a 
policing purpose. 
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The panel also found a charge of PC Case tele¬ 
phoning one of the individuals concerned and dis¬ 
closing police intelligence to them in the 
conversation on November 8th 2014. 

A further charge of conducting searches on nine 
other individuals was found not proven. 


ACC Lewis, the panel chair, said: “Having to dis¬ 
miss PC Case was one of the saddest things I have 
had to do - a good officer with a fine record, which 
was supported by a number of character witnesses, 
and a well-liked and respected family man. 

“However, PC Case was in a position of trust and 
had privileged access to computer systems that can 
only be used for policing purposes. 

“The panel found that PC Case used the CJS and 
PNC databases to carry out searches on himself 
and other individuals which were not for any

sacked 

policing purpose. He also disclosed police intelli¬ 
gence from one of these searches to another indi¬ 
vidual. 

“Ultimately the police service has to be the home 
of the highest standards of behaviour and decision 
making; the public expects nothing less and their 
confidence in us depends on our acting in a way 
that is honest, open and beyond reproach. 

“His actions were completely at odds with these 
standards and this has resulted in the panel’s deci¬ 
sion to dismiss PC Case with notice. 

“I hope this result sends out a clear message to 
the public, our officers and staff that we take such 
misconduct very seriously and we will fully and 
robustly investigate such allegations.” 

The one-day hearing took place at Dorset Police 
Headquarters in Winfrith on January 20th and was 
heard in public.

BORN in Walthamstow, East London, 22-year- 
old Ollie Hayes moved to Lyme Regis as a child, 
where he attended Mrs Ethelston's Primary 
School in Uplyme and Colyton Grammar 
School. 

Ollie has recently graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity of Sheffield with a first in English Literature 
but his real passion lies in illustration and he 
hopes to make a career for himself as an artist. 

Ollie is the creator of the LymeZone children's 
comic, with stories and characters based in 
Lyme Regis, and is currently running an online 
fundraising appeal to allow him to print a sec¬ 
ond edition. 


• HOW did you first get into illustration? 

I’ve been doing it my whole life, really. I remember 
drawing my favourite cartoon characters when I was 
little and I just never stopped. I drew comics on and off 
through secondary school, just for the amusement of 
my friends, and I would do caricatures of the teachers. 
I did a dissertation on comics as part of my A-level art 
course, and studied cartoonists when everyone else 
was imitating classical painters. I got an A* in art but 
chose to study English at university, which I also loved. 

Studying English was instrumental in making me a 
capable cartoonist, I think. Drawing comics is a skill 
closer to storytelling than it is to illustration. It was at 
Sheffield that I realised that drawing comics was what 
I wanted to do. I started drawing a weekly web-comic 
about student slackers, which was my first venture into 
serious cartooning, and made me the artist I am now. 

• WHAT inspired you to create LymeZone? 

Having tried out for national publications and getting 
nowhere, I decided to give it a shot making something 
myself. It was my dad who inspired the idea, really. He 
told me I should stop asking for permission to make 
something and just make something - try being my 
own boss. So I did! 

I love Lyme and always have, ever since I was little. 
There’s a lot that captures kids’ imagination in this 
town, like the fossils and the history, so I decided to try 
and make a Beano-style comic about Lyme, which is 
something I would have loved as a kid. It’s not just for 
visitors, though - part of the fun is seeing places you 
recognise - like Golden Cap, The Galley Cafe or The Pilot 
Boat - in a different, fun context. 

• TELL us a little about the comic... 

The comic was aimed at kids around 6-12, but I’ve seen 
adults get a real kick out of it too. I’d now say it’s suit¬ 
able for pretty much anyone. For example, one of the 
stories - a true tale about a dog who inspired the char¬ 
acter of Lassie - went down a storm at The Pilot Boat, 
where it is set, and you can now see it printed on the 
back of their food menus. One of the comics can be 
read by literally anyone, as it has no dialogue - it shows 
the trials and tribulations of a seagull desperate for a 
pasty, in the style of good old-fashioned Looney Tunes- 
style slapstick. I’m particularly proud of the puzzles 



page, where I discovered a skill I didn't know I had for 
thinking up creative puzzles - a maze in the shape of 
an ammonite's shell, for example. 

As for the upcoming (bigger) issue, there are exciting 
things ahead. I'm currently drawing a strip in the same 
style as the Lassie story, but quite a bit longer, this time 
about the legend of the black dog of Uplyme. I've 
never done a scary story before, so I'm finding it really 
good fun. We'll see our unlucky seagull get into an¬ 
other pickle, and there will be a lot more of our eccen¬ 
tric fossil hunters, Eva Lution and Dr Tapper. 

• THE comic includes some local people - have 
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people featured reacted positively? 

They've all reacted very positively. Although it helps 
to have a funny face, really anybody can make a great 
comic character if you exaggerate the right parts. Any¬ 
one who has visited the Galley Cafe and met Keian will 
know that I didn't have to try hard to make him seem 
larger than life. As for the Pilot Boat, it has a fascinating 
history that I was happy to share in a new and different 
way. Although you can read about Lassie, I think it's far 
more effective to feel like you're actually watching it 
happen, which is something only film and comics can 
do. 

• DO you have any plans to develop the comic in 
future? 

If the comic keeps going down well, I hope I can make 
one every summer, or perhaps more. It's a lot of work, 
so it needs to be financially viable. But I'm definitely 
going to be bringing out a second, 16-page issue for 
the summer season, which you can support by pledg¬ 
ing money towards the production on Kickstarter. It's 
not a donation, you're essentially buying the comic be¬ 
fore it's finished, and the more you give, the better re¬ 
wards you'll receive including bonus comics, signed 
prints, and even the chance to appear as a character 
yourself in the comic. The Kickstarter page address is

• ARE you inspired by other comic books or 
artists? 

I used to read the Beano every week growing up. I 
loved its uncompromising British-ness, which made it 
so much more relatable than other things like Marvel 
superhero comics. I tried to replicate that in LymeZone 
by creating something unmistakably local and Lyme¬ 
centric. 

Visually, I take a lot from Herge who wrote and drew 
The Adventures of Tintin. He's so precise and technically 
brilliant - his panels always look really detailed and re¬ 
ally simple at the same time, which is perfect cartoon¬ 
ing in my view. You really believe what you're seeing, 
even though Tintin's face is just two dots and a few 
lines. The Lassie comic draws heavily from Herge's 
style. 

Most of all, I owe almost everything to Scott Mc¬ 
Cloud. His revolutionary book"Understanding Comics" 
changed the way I saw the medium forever. He gave 
me confidence that making comics was a worthwhile 
pursuit, and it was after seeing him speak at the British 
Library in March 2015 that I realll y got my head down 
and took it seriously. He ended the talk with these four 
points of advice: learn from everyone, follow no-one, 
watch for patterns, and work like hell. So I did. 

• ARE you working on any other projects? 

I sometimes do animation, design and illustration 
work on the side. I recently did some graphics for The 
Finnish Line, a documentary coming out later this year.

Developer wins appeal 
over retirement flats 


NEW car park meter systems 
in Bridport are still causing 
frustration as dozens of shop¬ 
pers were left queuing for 
nearly 20 minutes to buy a 
parking ticket, writes LOT¬ 
TIE WELCH. 

Motorists parking in Rope- 
walks car park behind Wait- 
rose on Saturday (January 
23rd) had a long wait to pur¬ 
chase a ticket as the machines, 
recently rolled out by West 
Dorset District Council, re¬ 
quire them to enter their reg¬ 
istration number, making it 
more time consuming. 

The meters have been caus¬ 
ing delays in Bridport car 
parks since they were installed 
in early 2015. 


Tricia Hawkins, a Bridport 
resident who was caught up in 
the queue, said: “It was a Sat¬ 
urday morning, which is al¬ 
ways dreadful in Bridport for 
parking. I only wanted to park 
for one hour but spent 18 min¬ 
utes of that hour queuing - it 
was just ridiculous. 

“Now that they have brought 
in these wretched machines, 
they could at least keep them 
running. 

“They replaced two working 
machines that used to work 
with one that doesn’t. It has 
been an on-going problem 
with the one nearest Waitrose. 

“It does seem needless; we 
are meant to be encouraging 
people to come to Bridport 


and this doesn’t help.”

Broadchurch chalet 
to be demolished 



THE iconic Eype chalet made 
famous by the award-wining 
television drama series 
Broadchurch is to be demol¬ 
ished. 

Plans to knock down the 
cliff-top hut in Eype Beach 
car park and move it further 
inland have been approved by 
West Dorset District Council, 
after concerns the cliff could 
erode and it fall into the sea. 

The chalet, which was built 
in 1911, was used as the set¬ 
ting for Danny Latimer’s 
death in the first series of 
Broadchurch, which is writ¬ 
ten by Bridport writer Chris 
Chibnall, and also featured 
heavily in the second series. 


It was also used as a look¬ 
out over Lyme Bay during the 
Second World War. 

The application was ap¬ 
proved despite objections 
from Symondsbury Parish 
Council stating the new posi¬ 
tioning of the chalet will re¬ 
duce the number of car 
parking spaces and the ob¬ 
struction of the footpath that 
runs through the car park. 

Edward Dyke, partner at 
Symonds and Sampson who 
submitted the application on 
behalf of the owner, previ¬ 
ously said that the “new 
chalet will be a replica of the 
current design and shape but 
new materials will be used”. 


PLANS to build retire¬ 
ment homes in Bridport 
are to go ahead after de¬ 
velopers won an appeal 
against an application 
that was refused. 

Churchill Retirement 
Living has been granted 
planning permission to 
build 26 apartments on 
the former Bridport 
Magistrates' Court site 
on Rax Lane. 

The planning inspec¬ 
tor granted permission 
after the scheme was re¬ 
fused by West Dorset 
District Council last year. 

The inspector con¬ 
cluded that the demoli¬ 
tion of the magistrates 
court would be an en¬ 
hancement to the char¬ 
acter and appearance of 
the town centre conser¬ 
vation area. 

He added that the set¬ 
ting of nearby listed 
buildings and any minor 
harm to other heritage 
assets will be out¬ 
weighed by the associ¬ 
ated benefits. 

He also rejected the 
council's objections to 
the loss of trees and 
concluded that the 
scheme would not have 
an unacceptable impact 
on residential amenity. 

Andrew Burgess, plan¬ 


ning director of 
Churchill Retirement 
Living, said: "We are de¬ 
lighted with this deci¬ 
sion, which endorses 


our original proposals 
for the site and confirms 
that the council's objec¬ 
tions were largely un¬ 
founded."

A BRIDPORT family are appealing 
to the local community to help 
them find a new house after theirs 
was declared unsuitable by envi¬ 
ronmental health.

HEAVY rain left many parts of Bridport and 
Beaminster flooded last week as rivers burst their 
banks. 

Flood warnings were issued by the Environment 
Agency with the rivers Brit, Simene, Asker, 
Mangerton and Bride being effected. 

Over 15mm of rain was reported to have fallen 
in three hours causing river levels to rise consid¬ 


erably, and firefighters from Bridport Fire Station 
having to assist a resident in Pine View in divert¬ 
ing water away from the property using a portable 
pump. 

Woodswater Lane in Beaminster was closed by 
police after the River Brit overflowed, making the 
ford impassable. 

Two football games in Bridport had to be can¬ 


celled due to the Bees football pitch and St Mary’s 
pitch being flooded. 

Flooding also affected the fields around 
West Bay, the allotments in Skilling and behind 
the medical centre and Vearse Farm with residents 
raising their concerns over plans for 760 homes 
to be built on the site just outside the town 
centre.

CAB funding protected but 
arts centres set to lose grants 


WEST Dorset District Council funding for the 
area's Citizens Advice Bureaux have been pro¬ 
tected - but arts centres in Dorchester and Brid- 
port will almost certainly lose grants from the 
council. 

The council has dropped proposals that would 
have affected funding to Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reaux in Dorchester, Sherborne and Bridport. 

The move recognised the increased workload 
the centres have - much of it caused by cuts in 
Government funding across a range of services. 

Between them voluntary and community 
groups in West Dorset are likely to lose more 


than £80,000 a year in funding over the next 
three years. 

The changes will see cuts to grants of £87,253 
in 2016/17, £88,931 in 2017/18 and £91,694 in 
2018/19. 

The proposals have yet to be agreed by the full 
council but if the authority backs the Executive 
Committee proposals, which is the usual course, 
the Dorchester and Bridport Arts Centres will 
both lose more than £30,000 and the Dorset 
County Museum almost £11,000 each year. 

There could also be a loss of grant to West 
Dorset Partnership cut by £1,450 to £1,000.

Single-handedly changing the game 

Exceptionally talented one-handed pianist Nicholas McCarthy to open Concerts in the West season 


IN THE entire 130-year history of the Royal 
College of Music (RCM), there has only 
been one single-handed pianist to gradu¬ 
ate. That person is the exceptionally tal¬ 
ented Nicholas McCarthy, whose name 
now resonates throughout the frequently 
haughty world of classical music, as not 
just a one-handed wonder, but a musical 
talent of considerable standing. 

Since his graduation from RCM in 2012, 
Nicholas has wowed audiences around the 
world with his mesmerising performances 
in top class venues ranging from The Royal 
Albert Hall and St Martin-in-the-Fields to 
The Kennedy Centre, Washington DC and 
South Korea.

"It is incredibly difficult to play the piano

"Nicholas is an inspiration, because he has 
taken it to a new level. I have immense re¬ 
spect for him not only because of his ded¬ 
ication, but also for his refusal to take the 
easier option of the classical pop star route, 
in order to capitalise on his lack of a right 
hand. His refusal to compromise and his 
determination to realise his ambition has 
paid off and he deserves to be widely 
recognised. 

"To play a 50-minute recital with one arm 
requires tremendous stamina and you have 
to remember that the music he plays is 
written for the left hand alone with nothing 
changed, which shows how good he is." 

Born in Epsom, Surrey in 1989, without 
his right hand, McCarthy only began to play 
the piano at the relatively late age of 14, 
after he was inspired by a friend playing 
Beethoven's Waldstein Sonata. 

He has been feature widely in the media, 
giving live performances on TV and radio 
shows such as BBC Radio 3, BBC Radio 4, 
BBC television, Channel 4 and ITV. 
Nicholas has been the subject of a BBC 


documentary and was featured on Channel 
4. In the summer of 2014 he presented two 
of the world famous BBC Proms on BBC4 
television and the Leeds International Piano 
Competition in 2015. 

He performed with the British Para- 
orchestra at the closing ceremony of the 
2012 Paralympic 
games and has re¬ 
cently been appointed 
ambassador of The 
One Handed Musi¬ 
cians Trust (OHMI).

reflective particles to bounce light around, 
and work especially well in gloomy, north¬ 
facing rooms. 

2. FINISHED YOUR DIY JOBS: It's easy to live 
with unfinished DIY jobs, but once you've 
decided to put your home on the market, 
dodgy DIY is a big no-no. It can put buyers off 
and make them think they'll need to spend 
more time and money finishing the work than 
they necessarily will.

built-in or in the loft or garden, or get the stuff 
out of your home and into a storage unit. 

5. SPACE: Make the most of the space you 
have - put a dining table in the kitchen (as 
long as it isn't a squeeze) to turn it into a 
kitchen-diner, and put the biggest bed you 
can comfortably fit in each bedroom. If you 
have a study or home office and the room 
would be more valuable as a bedroom, swap 
the desk for a bed, at least while you sell. The 
trick is to make your home easy for buyers to 
imagine as their home, and to move on 
emotionally so you can move on physically. 

HOW-TO TIP: Worklights are invaluable when 
the days are shorter, but they're really bright 
and can cause you to see imperfections you 
wouldn't normally see in either daylight or 
artificial light (depending on the type of arti¬ 
ficial light in the room).This can mean you end 
up doing more work than you need to, if, for 
example, you're filling walls and woodwork.

Worklights are also brilliant for 
drying things quickly, including paint and 
filler, and give off a surprising amount of heat, 
so they can be used to warm up a room in 
preparation for painting. Paint shouldn't be 
applied in temperatures below 10°C.

LYME Regis can have no complaints 
after a comprehensive 3-0 defeat 
against Division Two title favourites 
Henry's Cronies at their new home at 
Broadcast. 

The Seasiders failed to seriously test 
home keeper Jacob O'Callaghan 
throughout the entire 90 minutes while 
Lee Cleal, standing in for the suspended 
Chris Higgs, was kept busy throughout 
and put in a fine shift. 

The hosts went close early on with 
Lyme grateful to a goal line clearance 
from Matt Laing before a stray pass 
from Robbie Fellingham allowed Martin 
Tyrer a free run on goal, but Cleal did 
well to block the winger's shot with his 
feet. 

Cleal was in action again midway 
through the first half with another fine 
stop after midfielder Matt Fanson had 
cut Lyme open with a superb through 
ball. 

Indeed Fanson, along with his twin 
brother Marcus, had a superb game as 
the hosts came out on top in the mid- 
field battle but the interval arrived with 
the scoreline goal less.
